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$140,000 bequest 
Mickey Gordon, 39, leaves major 


contribution to AMA scholarships 


A year after his death, word has come that Augusta's most loyal alumnus, 
Marvin "Mickey Gordon, “39, has left nearly $140,000 to the AMA Foundation 
to fund the AMA Legacy and VMI Scholarship programs. Some $110,000 will be 
available shortly with the rest to come when the estate is settled. 

Gordon, who died 31 January 2002, was a charter member of the Roller 
Society, the organization peopled by alumni and AMA friends who have 
promised to leave something to AMA when they pass on. Garry Granger, ~71, 
President of the AMA Alumni Association, said, "Mickey and Libby made 
substantial contributions to the alumni association and the AMA Foundation in 
their lifetimes to support what we do. They were always there for us." 

In the last few years, the Gordons ‘purchased’ a room at the alumni house for 
$20,000. In addition, AMA was the beneficiary of a $14,000 GI insurance policy 
which Mickey had carried since his Marine Corps service in the Pacific in World 
War II. In Mickey's honor and in tribute to his love for the Marines, one AMA 
Legacy Scholarship will be named the "Mickey Gordon ‘Semper Fi’ Scholarship." 
Truly, he was always faithful to AMA. 

Gordon served as the second President of the AMA Alumni Association when 
Parker Ward, “54, was killed in a plane crash, and remained on the association 
board until his death. The Gordons lived at "The Hayloft" next to the Augusta 
Stone Church. Libby preceded Mickey in death by just six months. Mickey, a 
graduate of the University of Virginia, had been an 
investment advisor since 1948. 

"He was the first to register for every reunion,” Granger 
said. "His love for AMA knew no limit and he donated not 
only his treasure but his time and his talents to see that 
AMA's legacy is preserved." 


But our money worries not over 


Granger went on to say, “As welcome as is 
Mickey's generous gift, it does not solve all our 
financial worries. We still badly need money for the 
operating fund to pay utilities, insurance, payroll, 
supplies and other costs of the alumni house/ 
museum and The Bayonet. The funds from Mickey's 
bequest cannot be used for those purposes. 

"We need our alumni to chip in, even if it is five 
dollars a week, about what a movie costs in most 
places. As a matter of fact, if just 100 AMA alumni 
and friends would give the equivalent of five dollars a 
week, we would be able to do most all that we need 
to and would like to do."

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Lowell Tackett delivers the goods 


Lowell Tackett, “61, joined the Marines 
fresh out of AMA and ended up in an artillery 
unit at Camp Pendleton, California. Eventually 
on the gun crew of a 105mm howitzer, never 
did he dream that 42 years later he would be 
responsible for delivering one of the cannons 
to the Fort Defiance campus. 

But here he was on the last day of January 
2003 supervising the movement of the 4,500 
pound howitzer from the Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds in Maryland, some 225 miles north of 
Fort Defiance. After being snowed out two 
weeks earlier, a low boy from Tackett's 
business brought the piece to the newly 
constructed pad in The Triangle in front of the 
AMA Alumni House/ Museum 

On 17 January, the day Lowell was 
originally scheduled to have made the 
delivery, his heart was heavy for on the same 
day his Marine son was shipping out for the 
Persian Gulf. "/t was much harder to see him 
go than it was for me when | shipped out to 
Vietnam," he says. (see photo page 26) Lowell 
has a second son who is in the Marine Corps 
Reserve, expecting to be called to active duty 
at any time. 

In 1961, when Tackett arrived

at Camp Pendleton, the Everly 
Brothers were in the next bar- 
racks over. But there was little 
time to discuss music. Lowell's 
first assignment was as a junior 
member of a 105 gun crew. He 
then was transferred to the Fire 
Direction Squad where he 
served the rest of his six year 
hitch. 

Tackett says that the 105mm 
shell "has about the same pro- 
portions of a .22 bullet. They 
were assembled in the field with 
a predetermined number of 
powder bags, determined by the 
range you wanted, tossed into 
the shell before the projectile 
was slid in... The brass shell 
casings made great ‘butt kits’ 
(ash trays) when filled with 
sand." The AMA Museum has a 
105 shell casing on display. 

Tackett picks up his story: 
"Somewhere around Christmas 
of 1965, | came ashore on Chu 
Lai with the 12” Marines, 3 
Marine Division, and spent the 


Mare Aronson, “68, served as a 105 Crew 
Chief in both the 1™ Infantry Division and the 
101" Airborne In Vietnam. "! was sfationed at 
Firebase Ripcord and there is even a book about 
our actions there,” he said. "We would get fire 
missions that might go on for hours and your 
knuckles would be bloody from loading shells and 
powder bags. You also had to be sure the 
unused powder bags werent left lying around as 
@ stray shot from the VC could set off some 
memorable fireworks.” 

Marc says in combat, you would never fire a 
105 the way they taught at Fort Sill. “In Nam, you 
might be lying in the mud and reaching up to 
Joad and fire the weapon. | might have stayed in 
the service, but after Vietnam | could never have 
in-structed anyone fo fire a 105 the way they 
taught it at Fort Sill.” 

Like many who served in the artillery, Aronson 
has some hearing loss and a finging in his ears 
which is most evident when he is in a quiet 
place. He talked about what the newcomers to a 
gun crew might encounter: "You would send 
them fo get some ianyard grease or a left- 
handed fuse wrench. Of course, there were no 
such things, but we kept ourselves entertained.” 

Aronson lives in Pittsburgh where he heads the 


Pennsylvania Association of Notaries Public. | 


next year defending the 
airstrip at Chu Lai and the 
air strip at Quang Ngai... 
We often split our unit into 
two three-gun units, and 
either settled into a 
strategic position or rode 
around looking for a fight. 
When called upon, we 
could in a matter of 
minutes pull our guns from 
the trucks, set up, get 
our bearings, and 
commence imposing fire 
on a position as ordered.. 

A lot of what we learned 
stateside became instinct 
in quick order." 

In June of 1966, Tackett 
was promoted to sergeant 
(E-5) on his 22" birthday. 

Then he was assigned 
to a 155MM howitzer unit. 
"If the 105 is a SUV, then 
the 155 is a freight train!,” 
says Tackett. "That awe- 
some weapon could fling 


its hundred pound shell for 
seven and a half miles... 
right light, you could follow the 
shell by eye." He says that a 
155 is more felt than heard 
report is so overwhelming that it 
stuns the senses. And like all 
artillerymen | suffer with hearing 
loss..." 

Tackett says he left Vietnam 
in January of 1967 "shaken but 
not stirred.. 
Lejuene and was discharged at 
the end of July, doing back-flips 
out the front gate with my dis- 
charge hanging around my 
neck!" 

Two years ago, Lowell went 
back to Camp Lejuene, stop- 
ping by AMA on the way from 
his home in Maryland. 

It was then that he got back 
on the AMA mailing list, 
from that experience he became 
the volunteer to bring the howit- 
zer to the Augusta Military 
Academy campus!

The tale of the gun 


Nearly three years ago, efforts were begun to 
secure an artillery piece for The Triangle in front of 
the AMA Alumni House/Museum. 

At first, the Army indicated that it might provide a 
weapon, but that AMA would have to pay transporta- 
tion for someone to come to Fort Defiance to see if 
he or she deemed the proposed location of the piece 
to be “appropriate.” Then, the Navy said they might 
provide a gun of some sort and Chief Chester Cole 
visited the Dahigren Naval Station to see what they 
had to offer. It turned out that they only had "tubes" 
and AMA would have to fabricate the rest of the 
weapon for display. 

Enter Dale Powers, “58. Dale knew that a short cut 
to getting an artillery piece was to have the request 
originate at an American Legion Post. Dale is a 
member of Post 13 in Staunton and he got Post 
Commander Glennie Rexrode to write the necessary 
letter to the Department of the Army.

on the Augusta campus. The AMA Alumni Associa- 
tion IS responsible for the weapon and must file an 
annual report with the Army (including the guarantee that 
we are in compliance with Title VI of the Civil Rights Act!). 

The initial phase of the demilitarization of the howitzer 
was done by an Army contractor at Aberdeen and cost 
AMA $800. More work will be required now that the gun is 
in place, supervised by an Army Reserve unit in 
Charlottesville. As fate would have it, Tom Phillips, SMA, 
°74, and past president of the SMA Alumni Association, is 
an officer in the unit and has agreed to supervise the 
remaining work. 

Before the Army would release the weapon, AMA had to 
build a display pad to Army specifications and send photos 
of the completed pad to Army officials. The pad is located 
where the anti-aircraft gun used to be on display in The 
Triangle (which is in a direct line from the Front Gate to the 
Alumni House) 

At the beginning, the point person on the howitzer acqui- 
sition was Duke Fancher, “58. "/ worked more than a year 
submitting documents, making calls, taking site pictures, 
and the like," he said. "They don't make it easy.” He dealt 
with the Army Armaments Command at the Detroit Arsenal 
in Warren, Michigan and with the Army's Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds in Maryland. 

In June of last year, Goodloe Saunders, “57, took res- 
ponsibility for carrying the project through to completion. 
And finally, on the last day of January 2003, the artillery 
piece, delivered by Lowell Tackett, 61, rumbled through the 
Front Gate to its prepared spot. Thanks to all the people 
who made it possible!

Civil War flick features 
AMA alumni - maybe 


Will they grace the silver screen or end up on the cutting 
room floor? 

By the time you receive this issue of The Bayonet, Mark 
Femrite, “71, and Nicky Syropoulos, “69, will know if the 
parts they played in the Civil War spectacular Gods and 
Generals made it to the final print. 

The film stars Robert Duvall as General Robert E. Lee 
and is an epic adaptation of Jeff Shaara’s best selling novel.

In July of this year, the 140" anniversary of the Battle of 
Gettysburg will be reenacted with some 25,000 reenactors 
participating, including AMA's two stars. 

Both were attracted to reenactments by the late Charlie 
Hillsman, °71, who had served as a general officer for Con- 
federate reenactors. 

Syropoulos hopes to serve as the Confederate Army's 
Ordnance/Safety Officer at the Gettysburg reenactment.

Ike's visit to Fort Defiance 

| want to share my memories of President Eisen- 
hower's visit to AMA in 1960 (Bayonet, Fall 2002). 

| was the guidon bearer for Headquarters Company 
The Corps was on the drill field, not in front of barracks, 
backed up against the south end of the field. The 
President's motorcade drove swiftly in the gate, around 
the drill field, and right back onto Route 11. 

| weighed about 130 pounds and | held that guidon out 
for what seemed to be a very long time. We guidon 
bearers all had a trick: as the pole got heavier, we'd slide 
it back under our arm for a better counter-balance. By the 
time the President went by, the standard was pretty well 
tucked back under my arm! 

In order for General Roller to fix up the house where 
lke's mother was born, he relocated the occupants to the 
Augusta Motor Court while a cleanup and paint crew went 
to work on the place. The President was in Augusta 
County to make a speech at Mary Baldwin, and it took 
lots of coercion by the Big Boy to get Eisenhower to look 
at his mother's birthplace and to drive through our 
campus. The President went from AMA to Mary Baldwin 
and SMA, then back to the airport in Weyers Cave for the 
return trip to Washington. 

General Roller always talked about the time that 
President Eisenhower came to AMA. As far as he was 
concerned, that was the only reason Ike was in our area: 
to visit the house where his mother was born and to see 
AMA. In the Staunton paper next day, AMA didn't even 
get mentioned!

My week at Augusta Military Academy

Since the events of 9/11, the economy really told its story 
with my investments, so | have been unable to be of much 
financial help to the alumni association. Having 
read the letter from Garry Granger in the 
Bayonet about helping out at the museum, | 
decided | could contribute in a way different from 
shelling out cash. 

So, the last week in September, | was off to 
Fort Defiance. It was not unlike the beginning of 
every year at Augusta being there in the last 
days of September. Though | was not there for 
an entire week, my wife concluded that | may as 
well have been.

| headed off to Virginia on Interstate 77 and 
wondered if | should have worn my uniform. How 
many of you can remember riding the train to 
Charlottesville and having to report into barracks 
in uniform? Wearing the uniform wasn't so bad 
in the °50's when | first started at AMA, probably 
because World War || was just over. Occasion- 
ally, you would see soldiers in uniform, and they were 
proud. When you got on the train, were there Stuart Hall, 
Fairfax Hall or Mary Baldwin girls too? Now, that was fun! 

On my way to Fort Defiance, | stopped to see my old 
buddy Elliott "Corky" Ridge, “59. As you may know, he had 
a stroke last year, but he is doing well with physical therapy 
and can pretty much get around by himself. After another 
stop in Shawsville, VA to see a cousin, | arrived at AMA in 
time for a drink and dinner with Gary Nicholson, *70, and 
Duke Fancher, “58. It was great to have familiar faces to 
see and with whom to discuss the work being done at the 
museum. 

Breakfast in Virginia 

After a super breakfast Thursday morning with Duke and 
Gary, we went to the museum where | met Liz Hash. She 
is a great help at the museum and we are all grateful for 
what she does. | went through the usual breaking-in routine 
and began to wait for visitors to show up. It was a little slow 
that week, so | had a chance to really study the items on 
display. | was impressed! There's lots and lots of stuff 
there. You can't possibly study everything in a single day. 
There is much more stored away because there is no 
space left. It would be great if we still had the library.

Each morning, | would put the flags up, which reminded 
me of doing just that when | was a cadet for so many 
years. | knew if | didn't do it right, the Big Boy would be out 
there saying, “Son, son, son. Do | have to do that? Where 
is the OD? Who is your commanding officer?" | actually 
looked around to see if he was there! 

Back in the museum, | checked everything out. The 
barracks room is beautifully done. It even has a real M-1 
rifle in the locker, and the locker has a working mirror door. 
Man, it really takes you back. | looked closely at the locker 
to see what names might have been inscribed there long 
ago. The bunk bed is made as well as any bed 
at VMI. | gave it the "quarter bounce” test, and 
| just had to lay down on the lower bunk. 

One of the most interesting displays at the 
museum is the collection of Recalls, A complete 
set going back to 1916. It was fun helping when 
visitors would ask about a family member who 
went to AMA, and | was able to show them 
something about him in a yearbook. 

The museum has a history of AMA cadets 
who went out to do outstanding things for this 
country in the military, sports, and community 
service. | am sure there are many other great 
stories that have not yet come to light. We 
should all be on the lookout for these good 
stories about our fellow cadets. As | went 
through the Recalls covering my years at 
Augusta, | had to wonder where all these guys 
had gone and what they have done in life. 

Daylight savings time was still in effect when 
| pulled my tour of duty at the museum, so there 
would be several hours of light after we closed up for the 
day. Enough time to walk around the campus and to think 
about all the things you did there so long ago. The build- 
ings on campus were all locked, even Big Barracks. But 
having been in the Band where we did a lot of marching 
around, | didn't mind doing that again. 

Checking for slugs 

| went down to the Lower Field where the track team 
worked out and baseball was played. When | was at AMA, 
the rifle range was also there. | explored the clay bank to 
see if any slugs were still there, but they must have been 
embedded deep in the soil. | walked around to the creek 
where Captain "Doc" Savedge took his chemistry class to 
throw chemicals in the creek to watch them explode. 

| looked for the boiler room where | had shoveled many 
barrels of coal, but found it was not there anymore. Pity. | 
went to the PX, the building which used to rock with the 
juke box playing all the top tunes. Now, it's a storage shed 
for lawn mowers. 

| went to the place where the Headquarters Company 
Barracks (later, Band Barracks) stood, but it was gone,

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Board considers positive funding plans 


The Augusta Military Academy Alumni Association Board of 
Directors met on a cold day in January to hear President 
Garry Granger, °71, propose establishing a sufficient base for 
the association's scholarship funds so that the 
annual stipends can be paid out of income from 
that base. The board also heard a fund raising 
expert outline a plan to raise the money needed 
to achieve these goals. 

Meeting in the Board Room at the AMA Alumni 
House/ Museum, Granger said that $40,000 in 
the VMI Scholarship Fund and $400,000 in the 
AMA Legacy Scholarship Fund will provide 
sufficient principal to earn the interest needed to 
fund the programs. $400,000 in the Legacy 
Scholarship Fund would generate some $20,000 
annually to assist the direct descendants of AMA 
alumni. This year, three $2,000 stipends will be 
awarded. "! would like to see us grant more 
scholarships annually for larger amounts," 
Granger said. 

It was also announced that some recent 
recipients of the AMA Legacy Scholarships will be 
at the Friday Awards Banquet during Reunion 
2003. 

Each year, the AMA Foundation contributes 
$2,000 to VMI which creates four $500 
scholarship awards. The Institute selects the 
cadets to receive the help. 

Carl Manfield of Manfield Fundraising Counsel 
told the board that the first order of business is to

survey potential givers to see what will motivate 
them to contribute. "There needs to be a clear 
goal in order to raise money," he said.

Beat Virginia's Number One team 
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Tony Randolph °80, featured in USA Today story 


to Augusta in the Fall of 1979. 


According to USA Today, the big- 
gest upset in college bas- 
ketball history was when 
Chaminade beat Number 
One Virginia 77-72 in De- 
cember of 1982. 

Chaminade? 

Yes, an NAIA school in 
Honolulu with less than a 
thousand students which 
stunned the sports world 
when it knocked off the 
Cavs 20 years ago. 

The Chaminade player 
who was the hero of the day 
was Tony Randolph, *80, 
who said he knew it was 
going to be his day before 
the game began. 

To set the scene, UVA, 
led by superstar Ralph 
Sampson, had rocketed to 
Number One and had just 
completed three tough non- 
conference games, including 
a 68-63 win over power- 
house Georgetown and their 
star, Patrick Ewing. 

The game in Hawaii was 
a way to break up a trip back from 
Japan where the Wahoos had beaten 
the eventual runner-up team, Houston, 
with Hakeen Olajuwon in their lineup 

Perhaps the fact that Chaminade 
had just beaten Hawaii 56-47 a few 
days earlier should have given the 
Cavs the clue that 23 December might 
be a long night for them. 

But then, Chaminade Coach Merv 
Lopes had decided to pit Randolph 
against Sampson, giving up 10 inches 
and 80 pounds in the process. 

Tony knew it would be his night 

According to USA Today, Randolph 
said he knew it was going to be his 
night: "/ knew | was going to have a 
good game. The rim was huge that 
night... | would fall down shooting and 
the ball would go ‘swish."" 

Originally from Washington, DC, 
Tony had lost both parents when he 
was young. He went to live with his 
aunt in Staunton, and because he was 
having a hard time academically at 
Robert E. Lee High School, he came

Coach Doug Lucas says that Tony 
was "a great athlete and a good kid. 
He was the best player | ever coach- 
ed, but he didn't spend enough time 
on his schoolwork... When he failed a 
class right after Christmas, | told him 
he was off the team until he got things 
squared away.” 

Lucas says that Randolph really 
wanted to play college basketball and 
"| told him to go back to Lee which 
had a good basketball program and to 
work on his grades... | know he got 
his act together because we played 
Lee the next year and lost by 60." 


Coach Lucas says that when Tony 
played at AMA, “he 
averaged about 30 
points a game and 15 
rebounds. After he was 
suspended, our team 
never recovered and 
we didn't win a game 
the rest of the year... 
but | was happy with 
his success at Lee... 
and | used to tell 
people that he out- 
played Ralph Samp- 
son." 

On a visit to his 
brother who was in the 
Air Force stationed in 
Honolulu, Tony was 
approached about at- 
tending Chaminade, a 
private Catholic college 
with a very good sports 
program albeit on a 
very limited budget. He 
accepted. 

Before he went to 
AMA, Tony and Samp- 
son had played high 
school basketball against each other: 
Sampson at Harrisonburg High and 
Tony at Lee. At 6-5, 210, Tony was a 
center on paper, and a shooting guard 
on the floor. Playing defense against 
bigger players left him banged up 
after every game 

Controversial ending 

In the game with Virginia, "We miss- 
ed a layup early, and | followed with a 
dunk... | knew then we were going to 
win," Tony remembers. The ending 
was controversial when Chaminade 
got three free throws with 10 seconds 
to play and Virginia down by just two 
points, but it went into the record 
books as a "W" for Chaminade and a 
“L" for UVA. 

Randolph had 19 points for the 
night, shooting 9-12, while Sampson 
was held to 12 points. Virginia went 
on to win 11 of its next 12, and Samp- 
son was named player of the year for 
the 3" year in a row. 

Tony became Honolulu's adopted

Took part in the Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba in 1961 


It was 17 April 1961. 

Before sunup, some 1,300 members of a CIA- 
supported Cuban exile invasion force stormed the 
beaches at the Bay of Cochinos - the Bay of Pigs. 
The brief military adventure into Castro's Cuba was a 
failure, and the incident quickly became a foreign 
policy debacle for President John 
Kennedy who had approved the 
operation just three months into 
his presidency. 

Included in the invasion force were 
three AMA brothers: Orlando Cuervo, 
“47, Dr. Pelayo Rolando Cuervo, “49, 
and Otto Cuervo, “52. All served in 
what was known as Cuban Brigade 
2506. 

Pelayo was the Battalion Executive 
Officer of the 3 Battalion of the bri- 
gade, and went on to serve as a 
captain in the US Army, including a 
tour in Vietnam. Orlando was assign- 
ed to Headquarters Company of the 
2506". Both have since passed away. 

Otto, who served in the 2" Infantry 
Battalion of 2506, now lives in Pasa- 
dena, Texas, near Houston, where he spent the last 13 
years of his career in management at Fiesta Super Stores. 
He survived the Bay of Pigs invasion and a bout with 
prostate cancer, and now lives a contented life with 
Poochie, a six-pound long hair Chihuahua who refused to 
leave his side while he was undergoing radiation treat- 
ments, 

Otto attended Augusta for seven years and was on 
Colonel Hoover's fencing team, in the Cotillion Club, on the 
Honor Roll, and Master Sergeant in Band Company where 
he became good friends with the Band Company Captain 
Fred Mather-Smith, °50.' 

Father is assassinated 

After leaving AMA, he attended the University of Havana 
and got as far as the third year of law school before po- 
litical unrest forced the closing of the school. Otto's father, 
Dr. Pelayo Cuervo Navarro, had been a congressman for 
20 years and was President of the Ortodoxos Opposition 
Party, and was former Cuban Minister of Communications. 
On 13 March 1957, he was kidnapped and taken to a near- 
by country club where he was shot seven times. His body 
was thrown into a lake.

Otto went to work for Compania Moderna de Construcion 
which was owned by an Italian national. This man protected 
young Cuervo until 1959 at which time Otto decided to seek 
revenge for his father's murder. He joined the revolution, 
was spirited out of Cuba in 1960, and went to Miami where, 
with no papers or passport to show U.S. immigration 
Officials, he was immediately given 
political asylum. 

On New Year's Day of 1959, Fidel 
Castro completed the overthrow of the 
Cuban Dictator Fulgencio Batista. 
Castro solidified control of the Cuban 
government and began to seize all 
American owned property, all this just 
90 miles from the United States. This 
caught the attention of President 
Eisenhower who became convinced 
that Castro had to be replaced. In 
March of 1960, he authorized the 
Central Intelligence Agency to come 
up with a plan to topple Castro that 
would not give the appearance of 
American intervention 

The CIA had a plan 

The CIA was eager to replicate its 
successful 1954 operation in Guate- 
mala where leftist President Arbenz had been overthrown. 
The CIA plotted what they hoped would look like an in- 
dependent invasion of Cuba by Cuban forces commanded 
by Cuban exiles. The Agency was convinced that the com- 
bination of armed intervention, sabotage and psychological 
warfare would bring Castro down 

When Kennedy was inaugurated in January of 1961, 
planning for the invasion was far advanced. The Cuban 
brigade and its 1,300 exile fighters were being trained at a 
camp in Guatemala, and the CIA had been sending ad- 
vance teams of saboteurs and spies into Cuba. JFK was 
excited at the prospect of ousting Castro and took an active 
role in planning the attack. He too wanted U.S. involvement 
to be concealed and his administration grew more concern- 
ed as the date for the invasion approached.” 

Otto Cuervo's 2" Infantry Battalion of Brigade 2506 was 
at a training camp in Guatemala. From there, the exile 
force moved to Nicaragua where ships were gathering to 


2 Presidential Assistant Arthur Schlesinger wrote a memo to President 
Kennedy advising him that if lies about the invasion had to be told, those 
lies should be told by subordinates, not the President himself. So, the CIA 
and the Administration worked to maintain the fiction that the Cuban exiles 
were not in the employ of the U.S. On April 15 at the United Nations, UN 
Ambassador Adiai Stevenson told the CIA cover story without ever having 
been informed that it was a fabrication. Stevenson reportedly was enraged 
at having been kept in the dark 
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ferry the invasion force to 
the southern coast of 
Cuba. "When we landed at 
the Bay of Pigs on 17 April, 
there was no opposition at 
first," Cuervo recalls. But 
then Castro himself took 
personal command of the 
effort to repel the invaders. 

Castro's few fighter 
planes bombed and strafed 
Cuervo and his com- 
patriots. Cuban pilots 
attacked and destroyed 
some of the ships off the 
beach that were waiting to 
unload supplies that Bri- 
gade 2506 would des- 
perately need. Promised air 
support from the United 
States never came. Cuervo 
says, "Some American 
planes flew over, but they 
never fired a shot at the 
communist forces." 

Cut off from supplies and

had just been through." 

Otto went to live with 
a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Miami. He 
managed to get his 
mother to Miami on the 
African Pilot. His bro- 
ther, Orlando, an at- 
torney, who for a while 
had served as under 
secretary of commerce 
in the Castro govern- 
ment, also made his 
way to Miami 

Otto met and married 
a woman 20 years his 
junior, but they later di- 
vorced with no children. 

He went to work in a 
Miami liquor store, and 
later worked for Fiesta 
Super Stores until his 
retirement. Along the 
way, he met Patrick 
Stanton, °54, Associate 
Dean at San Jacinto 
College, who convinced 


running low on ammunition, 

the exile brigade struggled in 
vain for several days before 
most of the invasion force was 
either killed or captured. When 
the fighting ended, 114 mem- 
bers of the brigade were dead 
and 1,189 were Castro's pris- 
oners. Both Pelayo and Orlando

Otto to go back to college at age 69. "/ am 
studying computers and | plan to keep on 
learning until | die," he proudly says. 

Otto credits the military training at AMA for 
getting him through the tough times. "/ had 
been taught never to give up... That has 
helped get me through all the tough times..." 
He and Poochie enjoy their quiet life in 


were captured 

“Only five of us from the first 
wave got out,” Otto says. "We hid and fought in the 
swamps and jungles for about 
two weeks. You could hear the people looking for us, but 
they couldn't see us through the dense undergrowth... In 
the area where we were, there were small islands and we 
went from one key to another evading the Castro forces." 

The US destroyer Eaton was dispatched to look for any 
survivors of Brigade 2506. “We got their attention, went out 
to them in a row boat and were taken on board,” Cuervo 
recalls. "They took the survivors to the American base at 
Guantanamo, but Washington told them not to leave us 
there because we would start a war." So, the Bay of Pigs 
veterans were transferred to the USS Conway which sailed 
all the way around Cape Horn before finally making its way 
back north to Norfolk 

On a CIA plane to Miami 

Cuervo: “Before we docked at Norfolk, we were issued 
our immigration papers in the torpedo room of the Conway. 
When we arrived at Norfolk, the gangplank was covered 
and guarded by Marines. We were whisked into covered 
trucks and taken fo an airport where we boarded a CIA 
plane for Miami. There, we were given some money and 
some clothes, and told not to talk about the experience we

son. After a brief stint playing professional basketball in 
New Zealand, he came back to be an assistant coach and 
youth counselor at Chaminade. Now 40 years old, he is 
happily married and has a son 

"| tell kids no matter what you get dealt, you can do 
something with your life," he says. "I did all right for a kid 
who came to Hawaii with only one suitcase. | feel very 
blessed." 

And about that game with UVA a score of years ago? 

"Maybe we were lucky that it all came together that night, 
but | happen to think that it was meant to be.... It was a 
victory for all the underdogs in the world." 

The Staunton News Leader said, "Tony Randolph was 
back in the center of the spotlight just like he was on that 
fateful night of December 23,1982 when as a sophomore 
he scored 19 points to lead the stunning upset." 
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Larry Kurtz, 38,and "Lucky Thirteen", 
a minesweeper in the vast Pacific War 


In the seventies, Larry Kurtz, ~38, built a ferro cement 
yacht and sailed the Atlantic, Mediterranean and Caribbean 
with his wife, Jill, finally dropping anchor for keeps in 
Florida. But these idyllic cruises bore scant resemblance to 
his service in World War Il 
aboard “Lucky Thirteen," DD 
249 (DMS 13), a US Navy de- 
stroyer, converted to mine- 
sweeper, The USS Hopkins. 

At Augusta, Larry did well in 
academics. He was on the 
Honor Committee and was Cap- 
tain of D Company his senior 
year. He wrestled, fired on the 
rifle team, played Peep Football, 
and was a member of the 
Monogram Club. 

After he graduated from AMA, 
Larry went to the Naval Acad- 
emy, graduating in 1942. By 
August of that year, Ensign 
Kurtz was on board the 
Hopkins where he would serve 
until October of 1943. The ship 
was a vintage four stack 
destroyer which had been 
converted to a three stack 
minesweeper at Mare Island, 
CA, prior to World War II. The 
ship, named for a Revolutionary 
War hero, had been com- 
missioned in 1921. 

In January of 1941, the Hop- 
kins sailed for Pearl Harbor and 
was on war maneuvers with the 
Cruiser Indianapolis' on 7 De- 
cember 1941, some 750 miles 
from Hawaii. That morning, a 
series of messages began to 
arrive: PEARL HARBOR UN- 
DER ATTACK... THIS IS NOT 
A DRILL... TERMINATE EXER- 
CISES... HOSTILITIES WITH 
JAPAN HAVE BEGUN 

The ships immediately began

Indy, making 30 knots, quickly leaving the destroyers, 
making 16 knots, behind. Entering Pearl Harbor, they were 
appalled at what they saw. Wreckage, overturned vessels, 
downed airplanes and bodies. The crew was unprepared 
for such a scene. 

The Hopkins went on patrol 
duty watching for enemy sub- 
marines, then escorted a con- 
voy of navy ships back to Mare 
Island. On 5 August 1942, En- 
sign Lawrence A. Kurtz went on 
board Hopkins, and reported to 
Captain Ben Coe, “Glad to be 
aboard, sir," to which Coe 
replied, “You won't be when you 
find out where we are going." 

Guadalcanal 

On 7 August, as the mine- 
sweeper approached Guadal- 
canal, the temperature was in 
the 80s, it was mercilessly 
humid, and the dank, rotting 
smell on the jungle assaulted 
every nostril on Hopkins. Larry's 
vessel, the mine squadron flag- 
ship, was detached to sweep 
Tulagi Harbor and bombard tar- 
gets on Tulagi where at one 
point, they stayed at general 
quarters for 36 hours. 

Kurtz recalls, "A Japanese 
shore battery was getting our 
range as we moved in, and for a 
while our return fire did not ap- 
pear to be reaching him... We 
soon discovered that when we 
took on ammunition at Pearl 
Harbor, we had been given 
shells with a different ogive 
(nose shape) than what our 
sight bars had been set for." 
Adjusting for that discrepancy, 
The Hopkins soon silenced the 
shore gun. 

The American ships were 


to steam for Honolulu with the 


1 The Indianapolis would later carry to the Marianas the atomic 
bombs which would end the war with Japan, only to be sunk by 
a Japanese submarine on the way back to the Philippines. The 
Navy didn't know the ship was lost for several days, and many 
survivors of the sinking were killed by exposure and sharks before 
they were found. 


cruising 1500 yards off the 

beach, and Japanese torpedo planes began to attack them. 
Many planes were shot down. Closer into the beach, the 
bodies of several Japanese pilots were bobbing in the 
swells. A Japanese head, helmet and glasses in place, 
floated by. The bombers were ineffective and many were 
shot down as they attacked the moving ships in the group. 
Kurtz says, "As one torpedo bomber passed close to our 
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stern, | grabbed an 
old Lewis machine 
gun and fired a burst 
at the plane which 
was flying just a few 
feet above the 
water. | am not sure 
that | hit him, but it 
was worth a try." 

During this opera- 
tion, crews were lucky 
to get four hours of 
sleep a night, and 
that likely would be 
on deck. They ate 
when they could, 
couldn't take a bath 
for days, and stood 
most of each day on 
the hot deck in the 
tropic sun. As one 
writer said, "Mine- 
sweepers are sweaty 
and = unglamourous, 
but very necessary." 

On 9 August, the Battle of Savo Island 
began when a group of outclassed 
American ships was hit by the unexpect- 
ed arrival of a Japanese task force of 
heavy cruisers and a destroyer. The US 
vessels were pummeled, and though 
Hopkins was not directly involved, she 
spent the dark and stormy night looking 
without success for enemy ships. The 
next day, she picked up both American 
and Japanese survivors of sinkings and 
downed planes 

The Cruiser Astoria, badly damaged in 
the battle, was taken under tow by Hop- 
kins, but with the Astoria’s rudder jam- 
med and the cruiser's magazines in 
danger of exploding, she was cut loose. 
With the crew safely off, American torpedoes finished off 
the dangerously listing warship. 

Kurtz and the Hopkins went on convoy duty and often 
had the dangerous mission of running supplies to the be- 
leaguered Marines on Guadalcanal, sometimes carrying 
100 octane aviation fuel in 55 gallon drums on its decks, an 
inviting target for enemy aircraft. But Lucky 13 came 
through unscathed. 

Japanese aviator saved 

Kurtz said that his ship plucked a Japanese aviator from 
the ocean waters one day. "He was in bad shape. He prob- 
ably had malaria and was skinny as a rail... He couldn't 
believe that we were not going to kill him... We gave him 
food... He was transferred to another ship, but later | heard 
that he had died." 

The operation over, Larry and his crew sailed for Sydney, 
Australia for some much needed and much appreciated 
R&R. After much too short a time, The Hopkins was back

at sea to support the 
landings on the Rus- 
sell Islands in Febru- 
ary of “43 where a 
fighter airfield, a PT 
boat base and a 
radar installation 
would be located. 
Rear Admiral Kelly 
Turner, commander 
of the landing forces, 
chose Hopkins as his 
flagship. The ship 
also ferried supplies 
to The Russells and 
did convoy work until 
June. That month, 
Larry Kurtz was pro- 
moted to Lieutenant 
Junior Grade. 

The next objective 
was Munda in New 
Georgia where the 
Japanese were build- 
ing their strength to attack Allied foot- 
holds in the Solomon Islands. On 16 
June, The Hopkins shot down another 
Japanese plane while being attacked by 
torpedo planes and bombers. 

On the 4" of July, the minesweeper 
had 200 Army troops and Marines on 
board in a convoy of other American 
ships. In all, 2600 1% Marine Raiders 
landed at Rice Anchorage, New Georgia 
which the Japanese had heavily defend- 
ed, From 0100 to 0600 on 5 July, The 
Hopkins was under continuous fire from 
Japanese guns on shore, but her luck 
held. A submarine-launched torpedo 
narrowly missed the ship, but it did miss! 
Munda? was secured on 5 August, and 
soon after The Hopkins left for Mare 
Island, by way of Pear! Harbor, for a much needed overhaul 
and some coveted shore leave. 

In October of 1943, Lieutenant Kurtz left The Hopkins for 
a new assignment: Damage Control School on the East 
Coast and assignment to the Cassin-Young (DD 793). The 
Hopkins -- Lucky Thirteen - went on to fight at Bougainville 
in the Solomons, and then to the Marianas, Saipan, Guam, 
Luzon, Lingayen Gulf, lwo Jima and Okinawa. On 6 August 
1945, the first of two atomic bombs were dropped on Japan 
and the war soon was over. 

From 7 December 1941 through 1945, Lucky 13 had lost 
only one man. At the Japanese official surrender in Tokyo 
Bay, The USS Hopkins probably was the only ship to have

Roger Messick, °52, writes of harrowing 
Chinook sea rescue during Vietnam War 


Roger Messick, “52, Battalion Commander of the Corps of 
Cadets at both AMA and the University of Kentucky, served 
two tours of duty in Vietnam as a helicopter pilot and re- 
tired after 28 years of service. He went on to be the Chief 
Pilot for the General Electric Corporation and retired from 
that position in 1995. He and Jean live in Prescott, Arizona. 
He wrote the article which follows for Vietnam magazine. It 
appeared in the December 2002 issue and is reprinted with 
the permission of the magazine.

This is not a story of exceptional 
bravery, nor is it an attempt to heap 
praise upon any one individual for out- 
standing performance as a pilot. Quite 
the opposite: In this recollection of a 
rescue that occurred in December 
1965 near Qui Nhon, South Vietnam, 
the primary credit goes to an aircraft, 
the Boeing-Vertol CH-47 Chinook 
helicopter. 

At that early stage of the Vietnam 
War, there were mixed feelings about 
the Chinook's quality and reliability. 
Just 15 months prior to the events 
described here, the Chinooks assigned 
to the 1° Cavalry Division's 228" 
Assault Support Helicopter Battalion 
("Winged Warriors") had been part of 
the 11" Air Assault Division, conducting 
exercises across Georgia and North 
and South Carolina to determine if the 
concept of an airmobile division was 
viable. During that three-month exer- 
cise known as Air Assault Il, the 
Chinook's performance and reliability 
were less than spectacular. After the 
exercise ended, it took days, even a 
week or more, to return all the chop- 
pers to Fort Benning.

Flight Standardization Board recommended flying with the 
SAS off to prevent the aircraft from suddenly and violently 
swinging back-to-front. 

In 1965, when President Johnson announced his inten- 
tion to send a major force to Vietnam, the 11" Air Assault 
Division received the colors of and became the 1“ Cavalry 
Division (Airmobile). Those of us flying the Chinook — at 
that time there were probably fewer than 70 Chinooks in 
the entire Army — 
were convinced we 
would spend most of 
our combat tour read- 
ing books, writing let- 
ters or just relaxing, 
because we assumed 
those aircraft would 
be grounded the vast 
majority of the time. 
To our surprise, that 
was not the case. The 
CH-47, with its history 
of idiosyncrasies and 
chronic maintenance 
problems, seemed to 
understand it was time 
to put up or shut up. 

As you might ex- 
pect, after arriving in 
Vietnam and moving 
to An Khe (the 1% 
Cavs new home), it 
took time to establish 
our daily routines, for 
maintenance to get it- 
self fully organized 
and for our flight 
crews to become ac- 
climated and familiar 
with the country. But 
before long we were 
flying eight-hour days, 
seven days a week, 
and wondering who 
would buckle under 


These Chinooks were the early "A” 
models, with so many hydraulic lines 
and connections that no one knew for certain what purpose 
some really served. The crews who flew Chinooks knew 
how badly they leaked, and no aircraft departed on an 
extended mission carrying fewer than two cases of extra 
hydraulic fluid. The aircraft's stabilization augmentation 
system (SAS) was so unpredictable that for several months 
while the manufacturer addressed the problem, the Army's 


first, the flight crews 
or the aircraft — and it looked very much like it would be the 
crews. 

A division-size thrust into a recently cut-out jungle did not 
provide for ideal working conditions, much less elaborate 
living arrangements. The whole area looked more like a 
shantytown than an elite aviation unit, and to make matters 
worse time was running out before the monsoon season 


arrived. Our bleak surroundings were guar- 
anteed to get worse once it started to rain. 

Scrounging was a way of life in the 1* 
Cav. | personally took pride in being a good 
scrounger, so whenever | landed in an es- 
tablished area, my first goal was to see 
what, if anything, was available. This was the 
situation when | was with three aircraft re- 
turning to An Khe that stopped in Nha Trang 
for fuel. Seeing a massive quantity of build- 
ing materials behind a chain link fence made 
my mouth water. Soon negotiations were un- 
derway. As it turned out, these building 
materials belonged to a civilian relief organ- 
ization, and in transporting them over un- 
secured highways, up to 80 percent of the 
materials were being lost to VC ambushes. 
| offered the relief organization a deal: We 
would transport the materials in exchange for 
ten percent of everything we managed to 
haul. With the approval of the company 
commander, my crewmates and | started 
moving supplies as quickly as we could re- 
fuel, load, make the 60 to 80 mile trip, unload and return — 
a process we repeated six or seven times a day for the 
next three days. At the end of the third day, it took four 
Chinooks to carry our agreed-upon ten percent. | was then 
given authorization to stay an extra day to earn some 2,200 
sheets of corrugated aluminum roofing, which would 
definitely improve our living and working quarters. The 
aluminum sheets formed a stack 18 inches high, two feet 
wide and eight feet long, weighing about 8,500 pounds. 

In recognition of our good work over the past four days, 
the loaner jeep we had used for transportation at Nha 
Trang was given to us as a bonus. As it turned out, the 
jeep inside the aircraft was a good thing. Its presence 
forced us to place the aluminum roofing forward of the 
cargo hatch door, leaving us access to the hatch door and 
cargo hook area 

Loaded with our bounty and weighing close to our 
maximum gross weight of 33,000 pounds, we headed north 
along the coast to refuel at Qui Nhon with expectations of 
making An Khe by late afternoon. But the farther north we 
flew, the worse the weather became. By the time we landed 
in Qui Nhon it was definitely a 
touch-and-go situation. Ceiling 
and visibility were close to zero- 
zero. Multiple thunderstorms in 
the region were causing the 
winds to gust above 50 MPH, 
and the area was saturated with 
rain showers mixed with hail. Immediately after we landed 
and shut down, our first priority was to secure the aircraft 
for what was to be the season's first typhoon. 

That night while we bunked inside the aircraft, it was 
nearly impossible to sleep, as we were rocked, shaken and 
vibrated throughout the night and most of the next morning. 
Fortunately we were in an established tie-down area, so the 
aircraft itself was well secured, but having the extra weight 
on board helped as well. All night long, the wind did its best

to break the ropes attached to the blade covers. 

The next day, December 18, it was midmorning before 
we saw signs of improvement in the weather, making it 
clear we were going to have to stay put for most of the day. 
At about 1000 hours we heard banging at the front 
entrance door and a voice asking, "/s there anyone in 
here?" 

In order to answer | had to get out of a warm sleeping 
bag. To my surprise, standing at the foot of the door was a 
lieutenant colonel, who not only looked wet and cold but 
also had no intention of waiting for an invitation to come 
aboard. As the colonel entered our helicopter, he started 
telling us agitatedly that a heavy lifting crane mounted on 
a barge was in danger of sinking in the harbor with its 11- 
man crew. He went on to explain that the barge, along with 
its sleeping crew members, had broken away from the pier 
just before dawn and was now drifting toward the rocky 
shoreline outside Qui Nhon Harbor. Within the last two 
hours there had been two unsuccessful attempts to rescue 
the crew, one by an Air Force Sikorsky CH-53 and another 
by a Marine Boeing-Vertol CH-46. The colonel wanted to 
know if we thought our Chinook 
could get them off, and if we 
were willing to try. 

After mentioning that both the 
Air Force and the Marines had 
been unsuccessful, the colonel 
had our full and undivided atten- 
tion. Time was critical, he said: With each minute, the barge 
was drifting closer to the rocky shoreline that formed the 
base of a sizable mountain east of the harbor. To prepare 
for our attempt we had to refuel, which we had not done 
the night before due to the thunderstorms. Getting quick 
access to a fuel truck proved to be no problem, however, 
because the colonel was the airfield commander. 

We quickly removed all the blade covers and tie-down

We think of the AMA Alumni Association as an organi- 
zation which had its beginnings in 1970, but there was an 
alumni association president 30 years earlier. 

Lewis Mundin, Jr., 26, the father of Lewis, Ill, “53, was 
named to the post by then Major Charles S. Roller, Jr., the 
Big Boy. Beginning in 1940, Mundin was, according to a 
letter Major sent to the War Department, "The President of 
the General AMA Alumni Association of the whole United 
States." 

At AMA, Mundin was elected to the second class of a 
Astra per Aspera, was Captain of Company C, on the Honor 
Court and editor of both The Bayonet and The Recall. He 
went to work at his father's retail and wholesale grocery 
business in Richmond until he was called to active duty in 
1943. Major Roller's letter to the War Department was 
intended to help Mundin receive a commission, but flat feet 
and a weak eye where he had been struck by a baseball 
kept him from a commisioned rank. 

In charge of 53 men 

But in just nine months, he was promoted to technical 
sergeant and assigned to the Special Message Center at 
the Pentagon where he was in charge of 53 men handling 
classified radiograms. Young Lewis says that the most 
famous message his dad's department received was 
General McAuliffs reply to the Germans demanding the 
surrender of American troops surrounded at Bastogne: 
“Nuts.” 

Mundin was later promoted to master sergeant and re- 
mained on active duty until 1948. He won the Legion of 


Merit for his exemplary 
service. Mundin re- 
turned to the family 
business in Richmond 
and after his father's 
death, served as 
President of L. H. Mun- 
din and Company until 
he retired in 1965. He 
passed away in 1967. 

Lewis Mundin, Ill, 
says that as alumni 
association president, 
“Major would call him 
when there was a pros- 
pect in Richmond or 
Tidewater and my Dad 
would visit or call to en- 
courage the family to send their son to Augusta... He was 
able to have the Roller Rifles invited to perform at the 
Tobacco Festival in the fall of 1952 at the old city 
(Richmond) stadium. After the game, he held a reception 
for friends and alumni of AMA.” 

It is still appropriate to say that the AMA Alumni Associa- 
tion was founded in 1970 since there was no structure in 
place before that, but Lewis Howard Mundin, Jr. served as 
"President of the General AMA Alumni Association of the 
whole United States" from 1940 until his death in 1967.

straps as well as our one remaining 
engine cover. The other had blown 
away during the night. While our chief 
unloaded the bonus jeep, the co-pilot 
and | conducted an abbreviated 
preflight. The crew chief and the flight 
engineer removed the cargo hook and 
tigged a rescue hoist. In the past 
several days we had used the 
hydraulic winch many times to load 
cargo, so we knew that it worked. But 
no one had ever rigged the rescue 
hoist, and it took time to figure out the 
cable and pulley connections. We 
either couldn't find or didn't have the 
explosive charges necessary to sever 
the winch cable in an emergency, so 
we made the decision to go without 
the cartridges. In hindsight, this may 
have been a lifesaving decision, even 
though it did hold the potential for 
disaster 

Forty minutes later, having borrow- 
ed a rescue donut, we were ready to 
start the engines. With the 
winds gusting as they were, our 
concern was that a rotor blade 
at low rpm might flex down and 
strike the tunnel cover, or worse 
yet the drive shaft. Our luck was 
good, however, and soon we 
were beeping the rotors to 
takeoff rpm, or fly condition as it 
is better known. After we completed 
the pretakeoff checklist, the tower 
cleared us onto the runway and for 
takeoff. The tower personnel reported 
winds of 40 knots gusting to 65 knots, 
and wished us good luck. 

| was flying with Chief Warrant 
Officer Carl "Andy" Anderson, a ma- 
ture and experienced aviator who was 
also a unit instructor and standard- 
ization pilot. Our flight had started five 
days before what was to have been a 
one-day check ride to renew my an- 
nual aircraft commander (AC) status. 
| regret | cannot remember the names 
of our other two crew members, but 
believe without question they were 
outstanding on this flight. 

The takeoff into the wind was rel- 
atively uneventful until we started our 
turn downwind, and then, as expect- 
ed, our ground speed increased signi- 
ficantly. Surprisingly, the turbulence 
was not too severe until we were 
crosswind over the water, where we 


began to bounce for 
real. Visibility had 
improved to about four 
miles; the ceiling was 
between 300 and 500 
feet and showed signs 
of im-provement. En 
route to the barge, the 
wind seemed as strong 
as ever and was 
causing us to crab 
about 45 degrees, as 
we fought moderate to 
severe turbulence. 

It didn't take long to 
spot the barge which 
appeared to be either 
on the rocks or very 
close to them. When we 
were about one mile 
away and approaching 
from the east, Andy and 
| were shocked at the size of the rig 
The boom was upright, about 20 
degrees from vertical, and | estimated

its length at 70 feet. Large diameter 
cables ran from the boom to the crane 
house. A superstructure of steel 
beams with large connection cables 
fan across the rear portion of the 
crane, making the whole thing look 
even more massive. 

We were now approaching from the 
south, headed northeasterly into a 
wind gusting strong enough to cause 
the aircraft to porpoise moderately, As 
| slowed to a hover, | was too high 
and overshot the barge by about 40 
feet. In order to stay headed into the 
wind, we were angled away from the 
shoreline, which eliminated any sta- 
tionary visual point of reference. All 
we could really see were large ocean 
swells and unbelievable whitecaps — 
conditions ideal for inducing vertigo. 

Our instruments were of little use 
because the airspeed indicator was 
fluctuating from 40 to 60, up to 80 and 
back to near zero in a few blinks of 
the eye, while our vertical speed in-

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dicator was all 
over the place. 
Under those 
unfavorable con- 
ditions, backing 
and lowering the 
chopper — as our 
crew chief said 
would be  nec- 
essary to reach 
the crew — seem- 
ed too risky. It 
seemed prudent 
to go around for 
another approach. 
The second at- 
tempt was better 
although | still 
ended up out of 
position. On my 
third try, | came to 
a hover with the 
fig well to our front, then slowly 
moved the chopper forward until we 
were over the top of the barge. This 
technique definitely proved to 
be the best solution against 
ocean waves and erratic winds 
that played tricks with all our 
perceptions. 

We could see that the barge 
was now making its first contact 
with the rocks, and that impact, 
along with the huge ocean 
swells, caused the boom to start 
swinging in roughly a 40-degree arc. 
As we hovered at approximately 100 
feet, the crew chief began to lower the 
donut which started swinging in the 
wind more wildly as more cable was 
extended. Andy and | were having 
difficulty understanding our crew 
chief's instructions because his helmet 
mike was picking up both aircraft 
noise and outside air. There was so 
much noise that in order for us to un- 
derstand his commands he had to 
wrap the mike with the first thing 
available: an Army sock. 

The donut was just above super- 
structure level when it became clear 
that our winch was almost out of 
cable, requiring us to descend lower 
We were able to approach some- 
what, but that boom swinging in and 
out of our peripheral vision made 
Andy and me reluctant to get much 
lower. The crewmen on the barge be- 
low would just have to climb the 
superstructure if we were to have a 
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reasonable margin of safety while 
attempting their rescue. Making mat- 
ters worse, our crew chief, lying flat 
on the floor trying to look forward 
through the cargo hatch, could not 
see the boom at all. The flight engi- 
neer, moving from one side of the air- 
craft to the other, had full responsibili- 
ty for keeping us clear. 

Our rescue attempt had quickly 
turned into a total team effort, and 
Andy and | had our hands full just to 
maintain a steady hover, but the air- 
craft was handling better than either of 
us would have expected. Its massive 
size and flat underbelly worked to our 
advantage. The SAS system was per- 
forming extremely well, even in these 
severely gusting winds, with minimal 
fishtailing. We could see that a tan- 
dem rotor helicopter had some definite 
advantages. 

Our crew chief was giving arm and 
hand signals to the crewmen below as 
the donut swung just out of their 
teach, so it didn't take 
long for them to realize 
that they had to climb the 
superstructure. Large 
waves breaking over the 
deck made it difficult for 
them to stand. Thus, while 
one man climbed to catch 
the donut, the others 
remained inside. Catching 
the donut was not that easy, as it 
swung erratically. And of course 
holding the superstructure with one 
hand left only the other available for 
grabbing the donut. Following our 
crew chiefs instructions, we would 
move a little forward, then a little back 
until finally the crewman caught the 
donut. When the first barge crewman 
had secured the donut under his arms 
and around his chest, we backed 
slowly away from the rig allowing our 
crew chief to start winching him to 
safety. Getting the first man inside our 
helicopter was a real confidence build- 
er for all of us. Just maybe this was 
going to work. 

Rescues number two and three 
took perhaps another 15 to 20 
minutes, leaving us with about one 
hour of fuel. Somehow we had to do 
better — or else risk not getting every- 
one off the barge before we would 
have to refuel. To our advantage the 
boom was beginning to stabilize 


slightly. This was not all good, how- 
ever, because the stabilized boom in- 
dicated that the barge was beginning 
to sink. 

Just as Andy took the controls and 
moved into position for rescue number 
four, a gust of wind caught the donut 
causing our winch cable to wrap itself 
around one of the superstructure 
cables. We were now tethered to that 
monster. But quick action by the crew 
below untangled the two cables, as 
our crew chief extended all reserve 
winch cable. Had one of those ex- 
plosive charges been installed, we re- 
alized later, the tangled cable might 
have been severed — along with the 
rescue attempt itself. 

Luck again was on our side. The 
cables were free and soon numbers 
four and five were safely on board. 
Our flight engineer, who was keeping 
us clear of the boom, also kept an eye 
on our new passengers. Soaked and 
chilled from exposure, most were shiv-

ering uncontrollably and looked as if 
they were approaching hypothermia. 
We told our flight engineer to distri- 
bute all the blankets and sleeping 
bags for our own personal gear and 
then close the ramp tongue which 
would help slow the flow of air in the 
upper rear fuselage. While closing the 
tongue, the flight engineer noticed for 
the first time a small bullet hole in the 
upper rear fuselage. With all the noise 
and concentrated effort of the past 
hour, it was anyone's guess as to how 
long it had been there. We wanted to 
think it unlikely that we would have 
heard the bullet hit. Possibly, it had 
been there from the day before and 
light was just right now to see it. The 
previous night, we had needed to se- 
cure the aircraft quickly, and as a 
result had performed only a limited 
postflight. Anyway, we tried convincing 
ourselves there would be more than 
one bullet hole if some bad guy on the 
mountain 200 yards away had shot at 


a stationary target the size of a 
Chinook. 

It was time to spell Andy on the 
controls and as | moved the Chinook 
back into position, we could see crew- 
man number six had already climbed 
the superstructure. Hovering over the 
barge for several minutes with no 
apparent progress, we heard the crew 
chief say, "The dumb bastard is 
frozen; his head is buried in his arms. 
He's not even reaching." 

He said the donut nearly hit the 
man twice with no effort on his part to 
grab it. In just another minute, maybe 
two, though it seemed forever, a 
second crewman climbed up to get 
this fellow moving. Then we heard the 
crew chief say, "Oh, shit, he just fell, 
he's hurt. Looks like his arm is 
broken." 

The injured man, now on the 
barge's deck, was getting help from 
three other crewmen all of whom were 
having difficulty standing in knee-deep 
water. It soon was 
apparent that getting the 
donut close to the men 
would take all our reserve 
cable, and we would have 
to lower the Chinook 
closer than we really 
wanted. But we had no 
choice. Fortunately for us, 
the boom was swinging 
less as the barge sank deeper in the 
water. 

The men below were clearly using 
their heads. While one crewman se- 
cured himself in the donut, the other 
two helped the injured man get his 
good arm around the first crewman's 
neck. Using what appeared to be a 
fope tied around both men's waists, 
our crew chief was able to winch up 
two men simultaneously. Now, with 
seven on board and four to go, our 
fuel situation was becoming more 
serious with each minute we hovered 
above 

Once again the men began climbing 
the superstructure in order to reach 
the donut, and soon crewmen eight 
and nine were safely on board. We 
were getting better at this which was 
good because our 20 minute fuel 
warning light was now on. You don't 
fly helicopters long, or for that matter 
any type of aircraft, before learning

been in continuous service for 21 years. 
Writing a book 

Fifty-five years after World War || ended, Kurtz and Carl 
Woodring, who didn't come aboard The Hopkins until Feb- 
tuary of 1945, wrote a book titled Lucky Thirteen, A History 
of a Gallant Ship. \t told of the ship's record from the time 
it was built in Camden, New Jersey until it was decommis- 
sioned at Norfolk on 21 December 1945. After the war, 
Woodring taught literature at the University of Wisconsin 
and Columbia University until he retired in 1988. 

Kurtz stayed in the Navy. He entered flight training in 
1944 and returned to the Pacific in 1945 with a Night Com- 
posite Squadron VCN-1. He served at the Patuxent River 
Naval Air Test Center in 1947, then took a post graduate 
guided missile course at Fort Bliss in 1949. When the 
Korean War began, he was OINC of Guided Missile Unit 90 
for assault drone attacks on Yalu River bridges. 

From 1953 through 1957, he continued his duties with 
guided missiles being assigned in 1955 as Naval Advisor to 
the Director of Guided Missiles, Office of SECDEF and 
ARPA. He served on the USS Ticonderoga in 1958 and 
attended the Naval War College in 1959. When the Cuban 
missile crisis occurred, he was on the staff of CINCLANT 
and in 1964-5, Kurtz was CO of the US Navy Astronautics 
Group, the Navy satellite program. 

During this time, he also received an MBA in the UCLA 
Executive Program. 

To prepare himself for assignment to Japan, he attended 
the Defense Language Institute in 1966, and from 1967 
until 1970, he was Defense Attaché at the US Embassy in 
Tokyo. In 1971, Larry Kurtz retired at the rank of captain. 

He went to Ireland and for a while managed a family 
estate. While there, he met Jill, they married, then went on 
their extended yacht trip around the Atlantic, Mediterranean 
and Caribbean. 

Larry has been very active in community affairs at home 
in Punta Gorda. He is a Past President of the SUNCOAST 
Council, a member of the Navy League, and a Coordinator 
of Red Cross and Emergency Management Communica- 
tions for his home county. 

From his first days at AMA until today, Larry Kurtz has 
epitomized what Augusta stands for: honorable service to 
our country, in and out of uniform.

that the 20 minute fuel light does not always give you 20 
minutes of fuel. In any case, our stress level was on the 
tise with that light glowing in our eyes. 

We continued hovering in place for another minute with 
no sign of activity on the barge or the two remaining crew- 
men. Our low fuel situation was causing us definite con- 
cern. With no apparent activity below, our aggravation was 
building as the seconds ticked by. The entire crew's frus- 
tration grew until finally the last member of the barge crew 
to be winched inside the aircraft told our flight engineer, "/ 
am the last man." 

We had been told to expect 11 men. So, where were the 


other two? It really didn't matter because with the news that 
all were aboard, we immediately headed for Qui Nhon. 
While en route, our flight engineer passed the word that two 
crewmen had gone to town the night before and hadn't re- 
turned before the barge broke loose. Great news, because 
as we taxied to four waiting ambulances, we had one hour 
and 53 minutes on the clock, and the A Model Chinook's 
fuel endurance was normally two hours, depending on 
power requirements. We had been using a lot of power in 
all that wind. And having the additional 8,500 pounds of 
aluminum along for the ride didn't help our fuel con- 
sumption rate. 

Safely back on the ground at Qui Nhon airfield, Andy and 
| completed the shutdown checklist. Looking up, we saw 
that the storm had moved south without our realizing it. 
During our shutdown procedure, all our passengers had 
quickly been taken away by medical personnel. Not only 
were they gone, but so were our blankets and sleeping 
bags. Nobody complained — they needed them more than 
we did, 

Our jeep had been stolen 

With the rescue completed and improved weather, we 
decided that if we could get our Chinook refueled and re- 
trieve our jeep, we could be in An Khe well before sunset. 
Fueling this time took a little longer, since there was no 
emergency to give us priority. It did give us the opportunity 
to de-rig the aircraft and load the jeep — which we soon 
discovered was nowhere to be found. Somebody had taken 
our hard-earned jeep and the only way we had to identify 
it was the dent in its hood. Anyway, we still had the alumi- 
num roofing which was far more valuable to us than a 
nearly dead jeep! 

Strapped in our seats for the return trip to An Khe, Andy 
and | were about to hit the start button when the colonel 
climbed aboard to thank us for our rescue effort. He gave 
us an update on the barge crewmen, all of whom were in 
the base hospital. Some were in critical condition from 
exposure, but nearly all were expected to be released in a 
few days. We shook hands, and he started down the steps. 
He stopped in midstride, turned around and said, "By the 
way, the barge sank from view less than 20 minutes after 
you landed." Feeling good that we had accomplished what 
the Air Force and Marines couldn't, we departed a few min- 
utes later for An Khe, flying in clear blue skies and dead- 
calm winds. After we got there, Andy renewed my aircraft 
commander status with a grade of 95. He indicated the 
grade would have been better if we had left the rescue area 
immediately when the 20 minute fuel warning light illumi- 
nated. He felt, and | somewhat agreed, that | had played it 
a little too close.

that building with other cadets, including Jerry Wikiman, 
*57. The Band Room, which was behind the Library and 
above the kitchen, isn't there now. 

Several alumni visited while | was on duty. Paul Bratton, 
*48, came by to help out on Friday as he does every Fri- 
day. He showed me plenty of things to do when no visitors 
were on hand, including sitting on the front porch, talking, 
reminiscing, or hell, just watching the cars go by on Route 
141. Ken Hoke, “54, also stopped by. It was great seeing 
him. He lives just north of Asheville. On the weekend, Ben 
Zinkhan, “60, came by and filled me in on other news about 
AMA. Ben is from my class and it was good seeing him. 
You pick up conversations just like you had seen each 
other only yesterday! 

As | walked around the school, | looked into Junior Bar- 
racks. | spent two and a half years there with Captain and 
Mrs. Davis as the house parents and a cadet | came to 
admire very much: Frank Suter. Frank was 17 or 18 and 
Captain of Band Company my first year. A senior and a 
very confident cadet, he was neat and clean and liked 
keeping his room (which joined mine) clean. | shared my 
room with four cadets on the first floor in the back of 
barracks and everything in my room was always a mess. 

They remodeled Junior Barracks. | poked my head ina 
window and | know | heard Captain Davis telling us to "shut 
up, or he was going to give someone a ‘Rasputin’ up 
beside the head." It seemed like the other day, not 50 years 
ago. 

Where was Deane's Castle? 

So, where had Deane's Castle gone? And what did they 
call it before it was named for Colonel Deane? | took 
several classes, including English, under Colonel Deane. 
The PMS&T classes were taught on the basement floor. 
Those rooms were spit and polish military. By the time | 
was old enough to take military classes, the classroom had 
been relocated to the gymnasium. 

As | went around the gym, | remembered the Sunday 
mornings when most of us hiked up the hill to the Stone 
Church, So, | went up the hill one more time. Standing on 
top of the hill, | looked back at the school and thought it 
looked rather small, something that never occurred to me 
when | was a cadet. 

The gym brought back memories of the dances there. | 
was on the Decorating Committee and loved crawling 
around in the rafters! | helped with the stage decorations for 
the Final Balls and they always looked good in the Recall. 
My brother, George, designed one to look like our home in 
Charlotte when the theme was of colonial 
times. Captain Savedge asked me to 
design one for the Civil War period; Ed 
Burton and John Adams who were also 
on the Decorating Committee and they 
helped me put up a Confederate flag. 

Then, there were the basketball games 
which Lieutenant Livick coached.

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Newly acquired 
Civil War sword 


The AMA Museum 
now has on display a 
newly acquired Civil 


War sword, donated by Gary Sheffer, “66. Sheffer says that the sword came 
from the McDowell Battlefield, a few miles west of Staunton. General Thomas 
"Stonewall" Jackson defeated a Union force there on 8 May 1862. Nine Con- 
federate regiments opposed five Union regiments, and after a day of skirmishes 
and battle, the Union forces withdrew from the field 

Hugh Harmon, “58, has done considerable research on the weapon. The 
blade has "US 1858" engraved on it. Harmon says it was manufactured in that 
year by Ames Manufacturing Company in Massachusetts and is a musician's 
sword. He reports that the sword was inspected by A.D-K whose initials are on 
both the blade and the hilt. A.D.K was Andrew D. King who had the job as sub- 


inspector at the arsenals 
and armories in New Eng- 
land 

On the morning of 8 May 
1862, Jackson and his map- 
maker Jed Hotchkiss took a 
look at Federal positions 
from the crest of Bull- 
pasture Mountain. A paint- 
ing of that event, donated by 
Jerry Wildman, °57, has 
been hanging on the mu- 
seum wall for some time, 
and the sword now hangs 
just above the picture, 
courtesy of two AMA friends 
- Bob Smith and Bob 
Campbell - shown at the left 
hanging the sword in the 
museum. Smith made the 
wooden brackets which will 
hold the weapon in place.
